Peering at the portents of the 1982 elec­ 
tion, most of us could agree Wednesday 
there was nothing startling. 
After this many generations of throwing 


rascals out and hoping for better luck with 
their successors there couldn’t be anything 


new. We've seen it all before. 
We never get used to the idea that the 


switch of ins for outs and the failure of 
worthv outs to replace discredited ins can 
hurt our friends as well as our opponents. 
When they fall, we lie with them and bleed 
awhile too. Then we all get up and hope for 
better luck next time. 
That’s our system of government. 
The two-party system insures a continuous 
ferment and stir in public officeholding. 
A Richard M. Nixon boils up out of the 
turmoil of California politics, rises to the top 
of his party, loses his bid for the presidency, 
tries to make a comeback in his home state 
and fails. 
An Adlai E. Stevenson loses two bids for 
the presidency and finds refuge in the Unit­ 
ed Nations. A Thomas E. Dewey is forced 
to leave the political stage for a more suc­ 
cessful career in the law, with backstage 
politicking as an avocation 


THIS WAS NOT a good year for ins. 
Those who were thrown out are testimony 
to the restlessness of an electorate that 
finds much too much to be discontented with 
conditions as they are and yearns for condi­ 
tions to be some other way. 
Officeholders who survived discontent found 
themselves with whittled majorities and 
weakened mandates. 
Politicians on the rise and hopeful of mov­ 
ing into ascendancy now must prove they 
can perform some fraction of the miracles 
they promised to perform. 
Politicians on the decline and fearful of 
linking into oblivion must hope for a change 


of wind direction to blow them back into 
favor. 


REPUBLICANS have new presidential pos­ 
sibilities in Michigan and Pennsylvania — 
George Romney of Detroit and William W. 
Scranton of Scranton. 
Democrats have a new possibility in Cali­ 
fornia, Edmund J. Brown. 
In New York, soon to become the second 
most populous state in the Union, Nelson A. 
Rockefeller has renewed his lease on Repub­ 
lican presidential hopes, and in Washington 
John F. Kennedy is reassured by a standoff 
in the congressional election. His prospects 
for 1984 are better than they were before 
the 1982 election. 
The President didn’t get what he said he 
wanted—more Democrats. 
But neither did he get what he didn’t want 
—a significant increase of Republicans. He 
got a standoff, which is a point in his favor. 
According to the wav things were going 
in many places, he might have had to settle 
for a rebuke. 


Welcome Agreement 


Whatever clouds may have been hovering 
overhead have been erased from the district’s 
economic horizon as a result of the new three- 
vear contract signed by industry and manage­ 
ment in the dinnerware trade. 
With stable relations assured, the serious 
business of meeting major marketing prob­ 
lems now can receive the full attention of 
those entrusted with the responsibility of 
making things click in the pottery industry. 
It is to the credit of both that an agree­ 
ment was arrived at without the crippling 
tieups which have resulted so often in other 
industries as new contracts were negotiated. 
There are still many dark clouds in the 
industry’s economic skies, but this week’s 
agreement will go far toward giving district 
plants an opportunity to tackle their problems 
on a firm footing. 


Results In The State Races 


James A. Rhodes’ smashing victory in the 
race for governor demonstrated that the 
people of Ohio did not accept the smear 
tactics Gov. Michael V. DiSalle tried late 
in the campaign. 
Mr. Rhodes used a positive approach in 
his campaign, offering a constructive pro­ 
gram for Ohio during the next four years vs. 
the bitter fight Gov. DiSalle kept up against 
the legislature, all those who opposed him 
and. most of all, his election opponent. 
Mr. Rhodes may be unable to accomplish 
all he savs he hopes he ran do, but he 
already has reaffirmed his intention to try. 
The tone of his post election statement was 
good. 
He will have a Republican legislature to 
help him. There is no doubt that many of 
the Democrats elected to the General As­ 
sembly will join in on anything of a con­ 
structive nature the new governor proposes 
for Ohio. 


FRANK J. LAUSCHE, considered all his 
political life as a maverick, surprised none 
of the experts by picking up a great deal of 
Republican support to be re-elected as a 
Democrat to the U.S. Senate. He votes, for 
the most part, to satisfy the Republicans as 
well as the Democrats. 
His Republican opponent, John Marshall 
Briley. Mitered the political arena for the 
first time. He won considerable respect, but 
he was no match for the popular Mr. 
Lausche. He kney he wouldn’t be. Perhaps 
he will have another day in Ohio when Sen. 
Stephen M Young’s term expires two years 
from now

ballot—Robert Taft Jr.—was a big winner.

the candidate in each case to deal 
with those issues. 
Unfortunately, the political ma­ 
chines and the pressure groups 
control much of the voting. They 
broadcast their prejudices a n d 


their emotional appeals, and too 
many of the voters blindly follow. 
As the 
population grows 
in 
America, the situation is likely to 
be even more confused and unsat­ 
isfactory. The true “will of t h e 
people” cannot be obtained if the 
major influence is exerted by or­ 
ganized pressure groups and if 
there are inadequate methods of 
enabling the voters to distinguish 
between partisan claims and the 
truth. 
In district after district where 
tens of thousands of citizens vote, 
the capacity or ability of the can­ 
didate to fill the office for which 
he is running is not known by a 
large number of the voters. 
Many of the voters have never 
seen or heard of the candidate be­ 
fore the campaign begins. Then 
they listen to appeals made on 


radio or television or they read 
newspaper ads extolling a partic­ 
ular candidate. But they have no 
adequate means of checking up on 
the merits of that same candidate. 


IT OTTEN IS SAID that “t h e 
people are not interested.” It also 
is said that, if things are going 
well, the people will tend to vote 
for the incumbent and that, if 
things are going badly, they will 
do the opposite. 
Much stress is laid on the fact 
that “pocketbook” issues are often 
controlling in an election. But bas­ 
ically a large part (rf the elector­ 
ate is either indifferent or unin­ 
formed. 
Just how this situation can be 
remedied may well engage the at­ 
tention of serious students of gov­ 
ernment and those who profess to 


believe that the existing system is 
all right in theory but may not be 
working well in practice. 
Today, for instance, a majority 
of the House of Representatives, 
together with a majority of the 
Senate, can decide how much 
money shall be spent and what 
taxes shall be levied. The amazing 
thing is that “spending" is popu­ 
lar even when it goes beyond the 
receipts from taxes each year. 
Too many congresisonal seats 
are won by candidates who prom­ 
ise to get certain financial bene­ 
fits for their respective districts. 
The New York Herald Tribune 
pointed out Tuesday in an editorial 
a conspicuous case of this kind. 
It said: 
“The most disgraceful aspect of 
Edward Kennedy’s battle for the 
Senate is his promise that he can

feat of the veteran Carl V. Weygandt for 
chief justice of the Ohio Supreme Court. 
Judge Taft has had little difficulty get­ 
ting elected to the court, but neither had 
Judge Weygandt—until Tuesday. This time 
Ohioans may have considered the chief jus­ 
tice’s age in deciding by a narrow margin 
to turn him out. 
It was demonstrated throughout die state 
the Republican strength in 1980, when the 
Kennedy-Johnson ticket ran a bad second, 
was no fluke. 
Ohio’s Republican ratio in the 88th Con­ 
gress will be 18-6. It is now 16-7. 
Every state official will be Republican. 
The General Assembly will be even more 
strongly Republican than before. 
It is plain that the basic strength (rf Gov. 
Di Salle was reliably shown in his losing 
1958 race against C. William O’Neill, not in 
the 1958 race, when O’Neill and the right- 
to-work amendment went down to defeat to­ 
gether, with Gov. DiSalle emerging as an 
accidental winner. 


Solid Citizens 


Voters here and in many other Columbiana 
County communities demonstrated an aware­ 
ness of civic responsibility by approving 
various levies in Tuesday’s general election. 
Of interest locally were the school and fire­ 
men levies. Drawing attention countywide 
was the measure to provide an estimated 
$140,008 annually for maintenance and im­ 
provement of the County Home near Lisbon. 
Approval of the county levy was especially 
gratifying in view of setbacks handed home 
levies in previous voting. 
Some of the levies were renewals, while 
others were new issues carrying additional 
taxes. But old or new meant little to the 
majority of voters. The final figures indicate 
they weighed the issues on the basis of not 
what they cost, and voted accordingly. 
Willingness to accept the responsibility 
that goes with good citizenship is always a 
healthy sign. All those who placed their 
’X’ beside the various fund measures acted 
in a progressive manner.

Victor Riesel

A unique political twist in this 
campaign has gone virtually un­ 
noticed. Labor, in many dis­ 
tricts, has begun working with 
Republican leaders. This column 
is the first of two in which 
Victor Riesel will analyze this 
unexpected development.

Nelson Rockefeller was singing 
in the rain in the early morning 
of the final Saturday before elec­ 
tion. He had much to buoy him. 
He had risen 
early. He had 
driven out to 
th e 
suburbs 
with a whirl- 
windish 
labor 
publicist. 
H e 
wa s 
scheduled 
t o 
speak 
at 
a 
mass 
outdoor 
labor 
r a l l y . 
But the deluge 
washed it out. However, he was 
greeted by two of the most in­ 
fluential labor leaders of the land. 
There was symbolism in the 
arrival of these labor leaders as 
they sloshed through rapidly form­ 
ing unwanted wading pools. They 
had come though they knew that 
Nelson Rockefeller was running 
for President of the U.S. as well 
as for governor of New York. 


BETWEEN THEM these labor 
chiefs lead well over 1.25 million 
unionists—though 
they 
do 
not 
speak for all of them politically, 
liiey are not conservatives, these 
two union men—Harry Van A n­ 
dale, creator of the electrical 
hrotherhood s five-hour day, and 
David Sullivan, national leader of 
the proletarian Building Service 
Employes. 
Their presence in that soggy 
suburban field symbolized a new 
sentiment in labor ranks. 
Not since the ’20s have so many 
labor leaders actively endorsed 
and campaigned for so many Re­ 
publican leaders. Not alone in 
New York State, but right across 
the United states. 


GRIN AND BEAR IT 


I do not write here of the top 
national labor leadership. I re­ 
port on the secondary echelons, 
right on down to the grass-root 
precincts. 


IN NEW YORK the labor sup­ 
porters of the Republican ticket 
were not even a minority of the 
active union leaders. But you can 
take no count. There were unions 
such as the United Steelworkers, 
whose leaders refused to endorse 
the Democratic ticket officially, 
and unofficially fought for Gov. 
Rockefeller. 
The bulk 
of the 
former A FI. unions fought for 
Rockefeller. The Democrats held 
only a few of the old CIO unions 
and the garment trades. But there 
was no enthusiasm. 
Slashing attacks on the Demo­ 
cratic senatorial candidate came 
from the powerful Railway La­ 
bor’s Political L e a g u e—even 
charging the candidate with be­ 
ing “a foremost enemy of organ­ 
ized labor.” 
Support for the Republican sen­ 
atorial candidate, Jacob Javits, 
came even from such New Deal 
unions as the International As­ 
sociation of Machinists, through 
their Non-P a r t i s a n Political 
League. In New Jersey the league 
also backed two Republicans for 
the U.S. Congress. This does not 
mean the Machinists are not ov­ 
erwhelmingly Democratic. It does 
mean that some (rf their $100,000 
campaign fund went for Repub­ 
licans. 
As I crisscrossed this land in 
the pre-election weeks, I found 
many (rf the second and third 
echelon labor officials working 
quietly with the Republicans. 


IN NEW YORK Rockefeller has 
cooperated closely with the labor 
people for four years. Further­ 
more. his labor adviser. Victor 
Borella, who also is executive vice 
president of Rockefeller Center, 
has as much (rf the confidence of 
scores of state union leaders as 
had .Arthur Goldberg on the na­ 
tional scene in past years. The

labor men always had access 
either to the governor or Vie 
Borella. 
These are the same labor men 
who had unanimously campaigned 
for John Kennedy in ’60 But in 
the past two years many found 
they did not have access to the 
White House or the other power 
centers in Washington. 
True, they could always tele­ 
phone Arthur Goldberg. But he 
always was in crisis. True, they 
knew that some (rf their national 
leaders were being invited to the 
White House. But these were a 
handful. Soon many labor of­ 
ficials began feeling they were 
wooed wily at election time. 
Especially the “younger” sec­ 
ondary leaders—the ones who are 
constantly asked to get down into 
the precincts and work They had. 
But after 1981 they soon resented 
being taken for granted. They 


had not been consulted on the 
candidates they were being called 
on to support financially and with 
man power. 


THEY FOUND there were Re­ 
publican candidates they could 
back not only in New York, but 
in industrial states as far from 
Washington, D. C., as Oregon. 
They are aware that the indus­ 
trial areas—the big cities—are 
the political keys to control of 
the big states. And the big states 
cast the big electoral votes for 
the presidency. But in this election 
they committed themselves none­ 
theless. 
Though their numerous Demo­ 
cratic 
colleagues 
inside 
labor 
argued that the issue really was 
John Kennedy against the Re­ 
publicans. many a powerful labor 
leader threw money, manpower 
and campaign skill the other way. 


Great, Gracious Lady

“Can’t you hurry. 


WASHINGTON 
Life for Mrs. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt. the great and gracious lady 
who died Wednesday night, would 
have been deeply different if she 
had been bom a generation earli­ 
er. 
Then she might have been con­ 
sidered just a goodhearted but in­ 
effectual busybody. But she made 
the most of her times and her op­ 
portunities until, when she died, 
she had become the best-loved 
woman in the world. 
She had that priceless quality 
in a human being: Concern for 
other people. She had an even 
rarer quality: A willingness to do 
something about her feeling. 
The underlying philosophy in 
much she did for people was the 
belief the government must take 
an increasing responsibility for 
the general welfare. 
This was a responsibility that 
government ducked through most 
(rf its history and only assumed 
in the 1930s to avoid national 
chaos in the desolation of depres­ 
sion. It was forced into it. 
Until President Roosevelt’s New 
Deal of the 1930s, the national 
philosophy was so-called rugged 
individualism which too often be­ 
came a philosophy (rf the devil- 
take-the-hmdmost. 
Until New Deal days there 
would have been far fewer to lis­ 
ten to her and, more fatal to her 
ideas (rf a better world, far fewer 
in positions of power to cooperate 
with her. 
She insisted, in explaining her 
activities in behalf of groups and 
people in general, that she simply 
had to do what she thought was 
right. What she considered right 
was not always what others con­ 
sidered right. 
Those others included the bat­ 
talions with prejudices against a 
public and active life for women, 
racial prejudices, economic preju­ 
dices. social prejudices and even 
national prejudices. 
She was criticized, lampooned, 
mimicked and belittled. But she 
was never deterred. 
She was orphaned at 9. a girl 
with wily inner beauty. Her very 
plainness no doubt helped identify 


more easily with the commonalty 
of mankind. 
She acquired an overpoweringly 
dominant mother-in-law. She had 
six children and a husband crip­ 
pled by polio. And, what made 
her particularly human, was the 
fact that her social and political 
consciousness developed slowly. 
With her drive she might have 
become a prominent figure even 
if her husband had not been pres­ 
ident of the United States. 
But the White House and the 
times in which she lived gave her 
the opportunity to become a full 
and leading participant in the life 
of the nation and the world. 
She was one of those few peo­ 
ple who, at the moment of death, 
could look back on her life and 
not feel that, if given another 
chance, she might have made bet­ 
ter use of it.

get more for Massachusetts, from 
Washington, than his Republican 
opponent, George Cabot Lodge. 
“The ‘I can get it for you whole­ 
sale’ approach, and similar forms 
of appealing to selfish instincts, is 
an ancient form of campaigning. 
But that doesn’t make it any more 
honorable, and in the case of the 
ambitious Ted Kennedy it is es­ 
pecially poor taste. 
“He may be right about getting 
more, what with the Kennedy 
beachhead so well established in 
Washington, but it is still not a 
particularly elevating form 
of 
electioneering. And it says little 
for the young candidate’s sense of 
statesmanship." 
President Kennedy himself used 
the same kind of tactics in the 
current campaign when, in state 
after state, he plainly implied that, 
under his administration. Demo­ 
crats would fare better than Re­ 
publicans at the hands of the exec­ 
utive branch of the government in 
the award of defense contracts 
and other forms of favoritism. 


IT SEEMS STRANGE that there 
has been so little resentment ex­ 
pressed publicly at this form of 
campaigning. It seems to be taken 
for granted that a good represent­ 
ative in Congress is one who "gets 
things for his district." 
In the case of both senators and 
representatives, 
t h e 
pressure 
groups brazenly reward the mem­ 
bers who do their bidding in Con­ 
gress. This is handed out in the 
form of campaign contributions as 
well as by furnishing precinct 
workers “to line up the vote.” 
The tendency nowadays is to 
pass off these types of campaign­ 
ing as normal or as perhaps not 
really widespread, but the fact is 
that they are growing in scope all 
the time. Indeed, it may be ques­ 
tioned in how many congressional 
districts it can be proved that the 
majority of the voters exercised 
their right to an independent bal­ 
lot and were not influenced by pro­ 
fessional workers who overem­ 
phasized or distorted certain is- 
aues. 
The system in vogue today is 
hardly one to warrant character­ 
ization as either wholly honest or 
as conducive to the development 
of a majority in each district or 
state which will really exercise in­ 
dependent judgment at the polls.

BERLIN — There appears to be 
no major power struggle in the 
Kremlin because of P r e m i e r 
Khrushchev’s backdown on Cuba, 
some European experts on Russia 
believe. 
Some of the experts are unde­ 
cided if Khrushchev will try a new 
move against West Berlin to re­ 
dress his Cuban setback. Others 
do not think he will. 


SEVERAL AGREE that East 
European Communist l e a d e r s 
were confused and possibly dis­ 
mayed at Khrushchev’s backdown, 
particularly East German Presi­ 
dent Walter Ulbricht, who had 
been banking on Soviet rocket 
threats to dissuade the West from 
resisting new aggressions against 
West Berlin. 
But the experts also agree that 
Ulbricht has little influence with 
Khrushchev or on Soviet foreign 
policy. They made similar assess­ 
ments of Czechoslovakia’s Antonin 
Novotny and Bulgaria’s T o d o r 
Shivkov. 


The experts think Khrushchev 
called the latter Red leaders sep­ 
arately to Moscow to explain 
his Cuban position and what he in­ 
tends to do about Berlin. They 
believe Khrushchev wanted to tell 
his disciples what to do rather 
than discuss what he should do. 


‘'NOTIFICATION, but not con­ 
sultation," was the way one ex­ 
pert summed it up 
One specialist professed to see 
in a recent Pravda article by 
Marshal Kilmenti Voroshilov a 
hint on Khrushchev's immediate 
policy for Berlin. Marshal Voro­ 
shilov, former President of the So­ 
viet Union, said Khrushchev had 
been "exceptionally restrained and 
calm” about Cuba 


The specialist t h o u g h t this 
might indicate how Mr. Khrush­ 
chev will act on Berlin for the 
present. 


The experts believed, however, 
that Communist China will cause 
trouble for Khrushchev on Cuba 
bt denouncing h im in as many 
Red forums as possible as a weak 
Communist who quaked before 
what Peking calls “The American 
paper tiger.”

QUESTION: How come you can stroke a piece of metal 
w ith a magnet and turn it into another magnet?

ANSWER: Metal whirh is ‘‘magnetized" possesses a mar­ 
velous force which we use in all kinds of ways (compasses. 
radios, electric equipment) without fully understanding it. The 
bar and horseshoe magnets at the left in our picture have 
'poles." one of which pulls towards the North Magnetic Pole 
and the other toward the South Magnetic Pole. Put the north 
poles of two magnets together and they repel each other; but 
a north pole and a south pole are attracted to each other. An 
unmagnetized piece of metal has no such forces at work. Most 
scientists explain magnetism this way; each molecule of a 
metal is a magnet with a north and south pole(l). In unmag- 
netized 
metal, these molecules are facing in all different 
directions so their magnetism cancels itself out. (2). But if the 
metal is slightly magnetized, the molecules begin to face the 
same way, so the north forces can operate together, and those 
of the south can do likewise. When completely magnetized, the 
molecules are neatly lined up (4) When such a magnet is stroked 
over unmagnetized metal, its force straightens out the molecules 
and so turns the second piece of metal into a magnet.
